Father Van Quieke*nborne 
wrote that he* had seen

Indian chiefs and that they had 
all promised to send their children 
to the school, and on Ne*w Years 
Day, 182*. ho wrote to Ins super­ 
iors asking for authority to open

Sauk boys were received, and the 


school formally opened on 
May 
11, 1824. 
Some Iowa chiefs from
